Tho outlook for o guorum &f tho Gen-
ertl Assembly at noon to-day f8 any-
thing but encouraging Last night not
one of the out-of-lowh members had re-
turned to the colly, and but'few of the
smployes. Benate Clerk T. A. Lanch was
alrendy, In the elty,fand so wad Houso
Enrolling Clerk John T, Loving. Benato
Clerk Josoph Bulton arrived lnst night
from his home In Appomattox, and was
In his oflee at the Cnpliol a little later.
Doorkecper, P. E, Lipscomb, of the House,
ig nl The Powhatan, nnd so. Is Sergednt-
al-Arms Frank B, Wotking, of the Sen-
ate.

The hour sel for the convening of the
two hougos {s at noon, but it was hardly
expectod that a quordm of the members
of cither would ba present ot the openlng
sosglon after the reesse. Mr. Duke, of
Albemarle, was expected last night, but
had not arrived at the hotel where he
usually siops. While o numher of the
members of both bodles are expected to-
dny, there will be hardly sufficlent 1o
transact bualness. DBy lo-morrow It ls
hoped there will be the requlsite num-
ber In attendance.

To Validate Marriages.

One of the first things to be tiken up
by the JIouse wiHl -be the Henate bill val-
dating marciages on lleonses lsaued by
the county clerks since December 12th.
This bill has pasged, the Senato’ and wlll
pass the House without objection ms =oon
as sufficient’ members are present to fus-
tiry a rall ‘eall. :

The most important and  Imperative
plece of legislation  to he taken up is
the House hill extonding the time for
six months In which the Jamestown Bx-
position Company may Talse the one mil-
{lon dollars required (o he subscribed be-
fors the Stote's appropriation ‘of 9.0
becomea avallable. Thia bill hag already
passed the House and recelved fourtecn
votes n  the Senain, “when o quarum
‘falled, ‘and  the malter went over untll
after the recess. The blll must pass be-
fora Januncy 1, 1604, and every effort will
be made to rush the bill through without
delay. With a guorum present to-day or
to-morrow, thers is littls ‘doubt that ihe
blll will be pushed through without delay.

Tho report of the conferenco commitlee
teé the twp houses on the disagreeing
votes on the amendments to the Edmond-
son general rond! law will be made to
hoth houses.  WWith this report adopted,
as 1t will be, tha road blll will becoma o
statute,

The Benate Committea for. Courta of
Justice must glve one or two more hear-
ings on the bill in relation to corporations
and that nrelation to public service cor-
perations pnd the law ag to eminent do-
maln.  ‘Then this Teport’ will be taken
iy and debated, and ‘will probably. con-
snma conglderable time.

After to-day, there are iwelve working
cays loft for the completlon of the' busl-
regs of this Assembly, and the following
day, Wednesday, January 13th, ot noon;
the new Assembly will begin sitting. So
with a larga volume of buslness yet to be
ccnsldered pnd disposed of the members
ol the present Benato and House have a
b1 sy fortnight. Blany of ihosa In hoth
Fouses will remaln and resume work in
tha new Assembly, but the majority of
the members of the House will retirs in
favor of new men,

1t s expected that double dally sessions
£nd probably evening,ressiona will ha In-
augurated hefore the close of the woeelt,

WASHINGTON, Doc. 28.—Although Sec-
rotary Ilay hns not yel replied tn the
note of Genernl Reyes, proparatlons are
rapldly golng on for the closing of the
Colomblan  legation  here, and the de-
parture of Colombia's representatives for
home. It [5 clear that they do not on-
terullnl very much hope of a sotisafactory
refponse by this government.
